Thrown Away Today? 


How expensive is time? 

Many management men have little or no idea 
of just how expensive time can be. Wage rates 
are usually pegged on an hourly basis and of- 
fice workers on a salary. 

Since they‘re in the business of making and 
selling time recorders for industry, officials of 
Cincinnati Time Recorder Co. sharpened their 
pencils and came up with some very interesting 
figures. 

If you have 10 employees and you are pay- 
ing them an average of $1.25 per hour, five 
minutes wasted per day will cost you $531.20. 
With a much larger plant, with 500 employees, 
and the same time wasted, there'll be a whop- 
ping $26,560 down the drain in a year. 

Suppose your wage rate is higher at $2.50 
per hour. Those five minutes per day will cost 
you $1,062.60 with 10 employees, $5,313 with 
50 and a fantastic $53,130 with 500. 

All these figures are based on an eight-hour 
day, five-day week, and 255 working days per 
year, overhead cost taken equal to hourly rate. 
They do net include Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 

You should know where your employees’ 
time is spent. Keeping careful checks and rec- 
ords is only one solution. Another idea is to 
sit down with your managers and find out just 
where the time goes. It'll save you plenty in the 
long run. 

In the meantime, take a look at the accom- 
panying “Minutes Are Money” chart.* Better 
yet, post it where you and your managers can 
see it. It's a good reminder not to waste time.

®& There are several ways of arriving at 


the annual budget. The first is simply to 


be guided by past performance and is 


on the premise that, in the coming 


year, you will be perfectly satished to reg 


ister the same level of sales, costs, and 
profits as you did in the previous period 


Another is the “task force” method 


This means that you are prepared to spend 
whatever is necessary to reach certain det 
nite objectives. You simply decide what 


has to be done, add up the costs, and that 


becomes vour budget 
The third way of determining the budg 
et 1s to base it on anticipated sales. If 5 


are in a position to make an approximate 


estimate of sales for the coming year, 


simply take a percentage of the figure and 
that is your budget. It is the method most 


commonly used in business 


After the budget for the year has been 
fixed, the next step is tO apportion it 
among the six activities in your program 
This is where the budget operates as a 
stimulating force in the analysis and eval- 
uation of each part of the 5 rO- 
gram. It provides an opportunity to shift 
emphasis in the program while still in the 
planning stage and while there is ample 
time to avoid hasty or reluctant decisions 

The third and final factor in budgeting 
is timing. You know how much you are 
going to spend on your program, you 
know /ow you are going to spend it; now 

u decide when it is going to be spent 
This is where the budget, again, ties in 
with the objectives of your business devel 


opment program 


®& If you have seasonal slumps and are 
letermined to go after new business to fill 
in the sales valleys, you merely increase 
the share of the budget for this period. Or, 
f you regularly tax your facilities and 
equipment in the pre-Christmas season, 
you reduce, or eliminate, your budget for 
the month of December, adding a similar 
amount to some other month in which you 
usually do less business and would wel- 
come additional volume 

In addition wt the three major features 
of a budget, there is a supplementary point 
to be mentioned. The budget should in- 
clude a reserve for contingencies such as 
sudden, unplanned, but necessary activi 
ties, or unexpected extra costs. These are 
the expenditures which most frequently 
push the budget “into the red.” If it is to 
serve its cost-controlling purpose, the 
budget must have some room for these un 
foreseen expenses 

Finally, it is necessary to point out that 
the cost of the business development pro- 
gram, as reflected by the budget, should 
not be regarded as pure expense. More 
than the cost of paper, ink, or machinery, 
it is a sales-and-profit producing medium 
It helps to produce business; without busi- 
ness you don't need paper and ink. 

This is one budget which cannot be ap- 
proached with a negative attitude, because 
the expenditures it reflects are the sinews 
of a positive, forceful, fully-necessary pro 
gram of sales action

We come now to the final hur- 
dle, one which too many place in front of 
readers.

You wouldn't print on black paper 
using black ink, or white with white. Print 
ing demands contrast in its background, the

Papermakers of the United States and Canada have long exerted a notably fine influence upon design and typog- 
raphy. Brochures and portfolios sampling their papers in use—printed with forms for which the particular pa 
per is made—have not only shown the product per se, but helped many printers in their work, and immensely 
Designs usually are models. Among makers of writing papers, the Strathmore Paper Co. has done a great educa 
tional job for those willing to be taught how to design better stationery. The first two letterheads above are from 
a Strathmore portfolio. The first demonstrates how a most simple device may effect a decidedly arresting design; 
the device is the second big “A,” upside down in the second color, reflection-like. The idea could be applied with 
certain other letters, but, of course, the big letter should be the first in the name, as it is here. On the second, heavy, 
but fresh and striking design, the butterfly is suitably in a most unusual hue, a pink warmed by a delicate tinge 
of yellow. Dorothy Davis, New York city, created the third—including the trademark, a ‘‘natural’’—as well as 
matched business card appearing on a later page.

Epwarp J. Koen of Joliet, Il—On the 
credit side of the work you submit, your flair 
for striking and interesting all-over effects 
stands out. There are debits, unfortunately, 
to reduce the “net.” One of these is that, in 
some instances you don’t make the most of 
space. Layout of the folder “Competitive In- 
telligence” is impressive, and well handled, 
the typography on the front page being quite 
in keeping. Text on the other three pages 
seems weak. Yes, we can read it, but the 
type-matter doesn't invite reading as we 
think all printing should.

It is more open, and 
has more variation than the sans serif, but is 
still unburdened with hair-line elements.

With all the varying elements, the effect of 
fine order so evident is good to see.

Illus- 
trations, color bands, and panels bleed off 
one side, or two or three, contributing to the 
fresh, informal, attention-arresting effect, 
while permitting them to be larger than if 
they did not bleed. The modern effect of the 
informal layout and bleeding off is magnified 
by the top display of most pages, exception- 
ally well handlettered in a free flowing mon- 
otone script, more like handwriting than any 
tvpe extant. Incidentally, still highly effec- 
tive are illustrations of your first building 
with one of your new plant below and a re- 
production of an early advertisement, if not 
your first, on page two. Doubtless made from 
an old, faded photograph, the first plate 
needed the underprinted color to hold its 
own in comparison with the second. As han- 
dled. the picture holds its own in weight and 
is emphasized. It provides for color on the 
page while contributing variety. Incidentally, 
the larger illustrations are not of “dead” 
views Of an entire department, but of ma- 
chines with operators at work on them. Here, 
again, there's evidence of intelligent handling 
to make the most of the page size. Nonessen- 
tial parts of photos are cropped, which not 
only achieves the objective mentioned, but 
tends both to make the effect more dramatic 
and to emphasize the machine rather than 
the man.

The mechanics of the system 
fairly simple. The individual operator job 
cards are tabulated on a daily report 
Monthly and quarterly summaries serve to 
define over-all production averages 

We have been able to eliminate the 
tedious and costly process of measuring 
duplicate galley proofs to determine pri 
luction averages, Keystrokes have given 
us, for the first ume, an exact picture of an 
operator's productivity. Daily keystroke 


totals from each individual have enabled
